RESPECTING  THE  STANDING  COM- 
MITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  standhie  Commhtee  of  this  Church,  con- 
sisting of  four  members  chosen  by  ballot,  who.  with  the  Pastor, 
shall  iiave  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  specified  in  the 
/oil owing  articles,  viz. 

1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  enquire  after 
all  public  oiTences  in  this  Clunxh  which  may  come  to  their 
knowledge,  by  complaint,  or  otherwise. 

2d.  In  all  cases  of  ]3rivate  olTence,  when  the  measures 
prescribed  in  the  Ibth  of  Matthevv's  Gospel  shall  have  been 
taken,  complaint  may  be  made  to  this  Committee  instead  of 
the  Church. 

od.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ascertain  the 
facts  in  each  case  which  may  come  before  them,  and  to  make 
report  to  the  Church,  both  of  the  facts  and  of  the  measures 
proper,  in  their  opinion,  to  be  taken  in  tiie  case. 

4th.  This  Committee  shall  have  power  to  summon  before 
them  all  members  of  this  Church,  accused  of  any  oifence,  to 
examine  them,  and  to  give  them  such  brotherly  counsel,  as 
may,  in  their  judgment,  tend  to  rechum  such  otfendcrs. 

5th.  This  Conmiitiee  sltall  luive  power  to  call  upon  any 
of  the  Brethren  of  the  Cliurcii  to  aid  ihem  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

6rh.  This  Committee  shall  meet  statedly  once  a  month, 
and  oftener,  as  cases  may  n  (  jLju'c. 

But  this  Church  declare,  that  in  appointing  the  Committed 
aforesaid,  they  do  not  dischariie,  or  lessen  the  obligations  of 
the  individual  members  of  this  Church,  to  watch  over,  ad- 
moujsh,  and  reprove  one  another.
